Our heartiest congratulations to the British 
and Foreign Bible Society on the achievement 
of its one hundred and twentieth year. For 
the third time in its history, its issues have ex- 
ceeded 10,000,000 volumes of Scripture in a 
year. An increase of almost 200,000 Bibles 
and a similar increase of Testaments are re- 
ported. The figures for the year were: Bibles, 
1,136,937; Testaments, 1,092,822; portions, 
7,810,816; with a total of 10,040,575 volumes.

The 
Catholic publishing houses have sold altogether 
only 206,200 volumes, of which only 3,200 
were Bibles, the entire remainder being hym- 
nals and New Testaments.”—From the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council News Bulletin.

It is a model in definite- 
ness and conciseness, and has picturesque ele- 
ments that will be enjoyed. 

King’s Echo Village 
13th Year of the Republic, 4th Month, 24th Day. 

“Greetings and Peace! 

“Yesterday I received your request for a 
report of my Scripture sales. Seven hundred 
seventy-eight books have been sold, and one 
hundred five remain on hand. The detailed 
report follows this letter. Outside of our home 
we made nine trips, spending twenty-nine days 
preaching and selling books in the towns and 
villages about here. Two thousand one hun- 
dred tracts were distributed. 

“At the Chao Family Rampart the people 
were glad to hear. For the most part they are 
literate and warm-hearted toward the gospel. 
I praise God greatly for the experience in this 
little village.’ The school-teacher, Mr. Chiao, 
brought us in to address his whole school. 
This was the first time in all of our preaching 
experience that we have had this sort of a 
cordial reception. 

“The three darkest hamlets visited were the 
Wu Family Farm, Plough Town, and the 
Dragon Family Barracks. Here the people are 
fairly barbarous and wild and most unrecep- 
tive. They spoke vile language against us, call- 
ing us ‘slaves of the foreigners,’ ‘deceivers,’ 
‘propagators and eaters of foreign religion.’ 
Alas! that these people are all in darkness and 
know nothing of the precious doctrine of God. 
This is because the churches have so long neg- 
lected rural evangelism. I hope that true 
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A GLIMPSE of the lifelong influence of a 
mother comes from the widow of one of our 
annuitants. His mother, left a widow when 
quite young, “taught her family to search the 
Scriptures, and they never forgot her example. 
In 1866, she made each one of her five children 
members of the American Bible Society. As 
Mr. McMechan grew and earned a little of his 
own, an appeal for the Bible Society found him 
a willing and generous contributor. Years 
ago our congregation made him a Life Member. 
Then he became interested in annuity bonds, 
and purchased two. By the terms of his will 
he left a bequest of $1,000 to carry on the won- 
derful work of the spreading of the gospel.”

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The Chaulmoogra Tree

im connection with receiving Scriptures from us, and with sending contributions to help others m 
necd. From the institution in Siam, for example, help was sent to those in Japan suffering 


from the terrible earthquake. 


It seems appropriate, therefore, that these pages should tell of 


what gives promise of being a very great boon to those so heavily handicapped. 


FEW years ago, when it was demonstrated 
that chaulmoogra oil would heal leprosy, 
the United States sent a special agent to the 
Orient to hunt for the chaulmoogra trees 
(Hydnocarpus Anthelmuntica) which bore the 
precious oil-giving seeds. He spent nearly a 
year and a half in the search. He was sent 
from village to village. No one knew where 
the seeds came from; it was always from “up 
country.” He traveled through the Malay 
Federated States into Burma, and _ finally 
found the chaulmoogra trees in the tiger- 
infested jungles of upper Burma. 
After a study of the conditions of their

growth, climate, and soil, the agent brought 
the seed and seedlings to the American Gov- 
ernment, and extensive experimentation has 
since been made in various countries and 
islands, seeking to grow the seed in quantities 
to supply the medical world. 

The tree shown on the cover is one of these 
newly planted at Waiahole, Oahu, Hawaii, 
where intensive laboratory study has done so 
much in proving the incalculable blessings 
which the chaulmoogra oil can give to the 
lepers of the world. This tree, although less 
than three years old, was thirteen feet high 
when the photograph was taken. 


Kirkbride, D.D.

N the death of Dr. Samuel H. Kirkbride, on 

the 8th of April, 1925, the American Bible 
Society lost one of its most distinguished Secre- 
taries. Dr. Kirkbride was a man of reserve 
and dignity, but with a very warm and tender 
heart. He had a conscientious sense of duty 
which was unrivalled. The Society has never 
had in its service a Christian minister more 
entirely given to the promotion of its interests. 
From the time when he was appointed, in 
1907, to the care of what was then called the 
Central Agency, but which has since been called 
the Western Agency, and which covered all the 
ranges of the Rocky Mountains and stretched 
from the Canadian to the Mexican border,—a 
field in which he had already won many un- 
usual successes,—to the time of his death, he 
gave himself completely to the great missionary 
purpose of circulating the Scriptures in the 
cities and frontier regions, the mountains and 
the valleys and plains, because of his unques- 
tioning belief that this was essential to the 
planting of the Kingdom. The Bible to him 
was the revealed Word of God, able under the 
power of the Holy Ghost to lead men into the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ as a redeeming 
Saviour. Nearly a third of his life was spent 
in this great task. 


Dr. Kirkbride was born in Mt. Pleasant, 
N. Y., August 5, 1862. His father was a mem- 
ber of the Protestant Episcopal Church, his 
mother a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. He attended Troy Conference Acad- 
emy at Poultney, Vermont. He was not a 
college graduate. He received his degree of 
doctor of divinity from Denver University. 
For health conditions he moved from the Troy 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
where he had two appointments, to the New 
Mexico Mission and was stationed at Chama, 
one of the mountain towns of New Mexico. 
We wish it was possible to give a story of that 
first pastorate in the Great Southwest and the 
way in which he won the hearts of the scattered 
people of that mountain region. 

His next appointment was at Florence, Colo- 
rado, in the Colorado Conference, in 1903; and 
he remained in, and was a leader of, the 
Colorado Conference during the rest of his 
life. He served on the Rio Grande District 
for three years; and, as a fellow member of 
the Conference, Dr. Claudius B. Spencer, editor 
of the Central Christian Advocate, writes: 
“This placed him over all outdoors, the heart 
of the Rockies, particularly their western slope 
tributary to the Rio Grande Railway system. 
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What the ozone, stirring across those snow 
fields, did for him is seen in thirty years of 
structural labor.” 

_Another fellow member of the Colorado 
Conference, Dr. David D. Forsyth, general 
secretary of the Board of Home Missions of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, writes: “Dr. 
Kirkbride as pastor and district superintendent 
was always loyal to the great interests and in- 
stitutions of our church. The late Chancellor 
Henry A. Buchtel stated many times that he 
never could have saved the Denver University 
in its most critical period from actual disaster, 
had it not been for the co-operation and leader- 
ship of such supporters as Dr. Kirkbride.” 


SAMUEL H. KIRKBRIDE 


Dr. Kirkbride married, in 1883, Miss Phoebe 
Charlotte Purdy, oi Troy, N, Y. They had 
nine children, four of whom are buried in the 
cemetery in Troy, N. Y., where Dr. Kirkbride 
was laid to rest. Four sons and a daughter 
are living to bless and comfort the mother. 

Dr. Kirkbride was transferred from the 
Western Agency to the Northwestern Agency 
in 1911, and given jurisdiction over nine states. 
While he was in charge of this Agency, he 
made his home in Evanston, Ill. He loved his 
fami'y and saw his children grow up around 
him into beauty and vigor. No father was ever 
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happier in his children than was this father. 

One cannot praise too highly the abilities of 
Dr. Kirkbride in the care of the responsibilities 
that were laid upon him. He was both con- 
servative and aggressive. He was constantly 
on the outreach for new methods of circulat- 
ing the Scriptures, for new friendships, for 
new acquaintances that would contribute of 
their substance or of their estates to the work 
of circulating the Scriptures all over the world. 
He loved the total work of the American Bible 
Society. There was nothing provincial in his 
nature. He was a man of sterling integrity, 
trusted by everybody, without personal ambi- 
tions, with the continued regard of all his 
brethren, ready to serve anywhere and in any 
way. It is not strange that the governing board 
in Chicago should place on record concerning 
him a resolution prepared by Dr. John Timothy 
Stone, as follows: 

“We desire as Board of Directors to 
express our earnest and heartfelt apprecia- 
tion of the work of Dr. Kirkbride as Secre- 
tary. His faithful spirit and wisdom have 
been impressed upon us all; and we are 
grateful for his complete recovery from 
the illness of last year and wish to record 
our sympathy and cordial co-operation in 
all the work in which he is so zealously 
interested and aiming to do.” 

Their further words were: “He was untir- 
ing in his duties, farseeing and prudent in con- 
ducting the affairs of the Agency, conciliatory 
and co-operative with the Directorate, the 
headquarters at New York, and the members 
of the local staff. He possessed in a remark- 
able degree the esteem and confidence of the 
Board of Managers of the Chicago Bible So- 
ciety, and contributed by his tact, good judg- 
ment, diligence, and great efficiency, to the 
harmony, progress, and effectiveness of the 
work of this Society.”

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Further Light on Inventories

The business of the publication of the Scripture has many elements. 


Some of these were 


specially treated by the Treasurer in the annual Report of the Board of Managers, the 


greater part of which appeared in the June issue of the Recoro. 


There was not space, 


however, to include the following, which will be of interest to some of our readers, and 
give all opportunity to understand more fully the matter treated. 


Inventories Reduced 


HE following items may or may not have 

any direct connection with the change in 

the manufacturing policy of the Society. They 

probably would have resulted anyway. They 

are, however, results for which we feel we 
should be thankful. 

On December 31, 1921, the inventories of 
paper, printed sheets, manufacturing materials, 
unbound and bound books, amounted to $805,- 
262.02. In this figure is included no machinery 
or equipment. It is, therefore, fair to com- 
pare it with the inventory of similar materials 
on December 31, 1924, which amounted to 
$626,629.07, a reduction of over $175,000. 
This difference in inventory value does not 
represent an inflation of prices in 1921. In 
1920-21, the Society did not increase the cost 
of its Scriptures proportionately to the in- 
creased cost of paper and other materials. 
Believing that these increased costs were 
only temporary, it preferred to sell at what 
it believed to be a reasonable cost, even 
though this resulted in a heavy loss to 
itself. A study of 78 standard books pro- 
duced by the Society shows that their prices in 
1921, when added together, total $175.28, 
whereas in 1924 they total $170.58. On the 
other hand, its cost for 96 imported books was 
$153.14 in 1921, and $165.82 in 1924. It is 
apparent, therefore, that while the cost of cer- 
tain materials was reduced, they were not re- 
duced to any considerable extent below the esti- 
mated costs obtaining in 1920-21. In fact, the 
wage per hour paid for labor has increased 
considerably over that period. 

A careful study shows, therefore, that 
this reduction in inventories has not been 
accomplished by reduction of cost as much 
as by an actual reduction in the stock itself. 


It has been accomplished by eliminating 
superfluous bindings and also individual 
books which were closely duplicated by 


others of similar size or style. Undue stocks 
of particular books or bindings, which had 
been accumulated over a considerable period, 
and for which the demand was very small, 
have been liquidated. Fach of the Home 
Agency Secretaries has been supplied with an 
inventory blank upon which are given the ten- 


year issues of each particular binding, as well 


as the issues for the previous year. This in- 
formation is a most valuable guide, so that large 
stocks are not accumulated in any one Agency. 
While, therefore, it is believed that a sufficient 
stock is kept on hand for all current needs, the 
result of this policy in the Home Agencies has 
been that, whereas it took them nine months 
and six days to turn over their inventory in 
the eight-year period from 1915 to 1922, the 
time for such turnover was reduced to seven 
months and twenty-one days in 1924. 

This reduction of stock has resulted in a 
little over $60,000 being set aside as a publi- 
cation reserve fund, in case in the future it be- 
comes necessary to increase the inventory or to 
provide for the making of new sets of plates, 
the cost of which cannot be covered entirely in 
any one year. This reserve is less than 10 
per cent of the actual inventories carried. 


Why Large Inventories Are Necessary 


When the American Bible Society was 
founded, the need for maintaining depositories 
of Scriptures throughout the United States 
was very apparent. At that time Scriptures in 
English were mostly produced in Europe, and 
the supply for this country, due to unsettled 
conditions and wars, was not assured. While 
there are commercial firms which produce Scrip- 
tures in English in this country today, the 
need for Scriptures in English for missionary 
purposes and for Sunday schools at prices 
which represent only the bare cost of produc- 
tion and handling, still remains. In foreign 
languages, however, the need for such stocks 
is even greater. While all the languages into 
which the Bible has been translated are not used 
in this country, the demand for some of them 
is sufficient to justify the Society in printing 
in this country in over 68 languages and in 
six systems for the blind. In addition to these 
books which it prints in the United States of 
America, the Society carries a stock of a con- 
siderable number more, which it.imports either 
from its own Foreign Agencies or from the 
British and Foreign Bible Society or other 
groups. 

No commercial firm would be interested 
in handling the greater part of these books. 
On the other hand, no work is more im- 
portant among those who come from foreign 
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lands to our shores, than supplying them with 
the Scriptures in their own tongue. It is this 
fact—and this only—that justifies carrying 
throughout the United States stocks of books 
in languages for which the use is very small. 
In a recent year the American Bible Society 
carried 448 books for which the demand was 
less than 25 copies a year. The Society also 
carried 202 additional books for which the 
total demand was under 100 copies a year. 
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This is important Christian work and accounts 
in large part for the inability to turn over the 
total inventory of the Society more rapidly. 
Especially where these books are manufactured, 
it is necessary to produce many years’ supply 
at one time; for only so can the costs of pro- 
duction be kept within reason. As long as there 
are Arapahoes, Hawaiians, Dakotas, Panayans 
and Pangasinans in the United States, the need 
for such work will continue.

OST books, happily, are sterile, and do 
not reproduce their kind. 

On the other hand, the Bible has been the 
most prolific of literature; and is still fertile 
beyond all others. 

What a waste of printed words the cultivated 
person of today has to wade through in search 
of life and reality and stimulus!

And the latest structure bearing Mr. Carnegie’s 
name has shelves and sections freighted with 
Bible-born books. 

Even more amazing yet are the countless ser- 
mons, religious talks, Sunday-school lessons 
and printed homilies which are drawn wholly 
from the Scriptures. There is no other phenom- 
enon within the range of intellectual interest 
to compare with this. Week after week, all 
over the world, tens of thousands and hundreds 
of thousands of sermons are drawn from this 
exhaustless well of living water. 

Speakers within other realms grow stale and 
hackneyed, but the preacher of the Word who 
honestly searches the Scriptures finds new as-

than at his beginning.

There Are Hungry Souls

iE one of the abandoned spots of the north- 

ern frontier in Minnesota, workers of the 
Northern Gospel Mission have just closed the 
first evangelistic campaign known in the section, 
in the quarter of a century that settlers have 
been found there. Nearly three years of patient 
hand-to-hand work preceded this effort, and 
included considerable Bible work. 

In the midst of the campaign a woman who 
had never, previous to the coming of these 
workers, been in a gospel meeting, made her 
testimony for Christ. Settlers from these wilds 
often go to the North Dakota harvest fields for 
a few weeks in the late summer and fall. While 
there the father of this woman—then a girl— 
found a New Testament. In spite of the fact 
that he was an opposer of all religion, he car- 
ried the book home, and his daughter begged 
it. From it she got a grasp of gospel truth. 
This incident has again impressed us with the 
fact that there are hungry souls where least 
one expects to find them, and that God can 
reach into the home where Christ is despised, 
and snatch a brand from the burning, a jewel 
for himself.

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On the Waterways of Siam

ENTRAL SIAM is a country of rivers 


and canals which connect them in a net- 
work of waterways. Our small, shallow-dratt 
motor boat the “Dayspring” provides us with 
almost ideal facilities of utilizing these means 
of communication. Furnished with a cabin, a 
floor which comes up and provides the folk 
inside with a bed, a number of boards which 
come down and make the space over the engine 
a bed for those outside (though still under the 
light board and canvas roof), and even a little 
bathroom behind, we can go off for a week or 
ten days without undue hardship. A party of 
us have just returned from a trip extending 
from the Meklong to Nakon Pathom on the 
Tachin river, or rather at the end of one of 
its canals. 
We had with us a small organ (of a very

useful type made in Calcutta), which the lady 
of our party played with excellent effect in the 
small markets en route. After a time of at- 
traction, we told the crowds what we were 
there for. Usually we could not get this done 
before people were reaching for the books. The 
American Bible Society’s man, Mr. Ngi Siong, 
who can speak both Siamese and Chinese, was 
with us; and we all helped to get the books 
into the hands of the folk. At one place this 
program was slightly interrupted by a China- 
man, who begged the writer to go and see his 
brother, stabbed two days before by a man 
who, it seems, had a general grudge against the 
market, and had vowed to pay it off on the 
first one from the market on whom he could lay 
his hands. I was able to stitch up the wound 
and administer a quieting dose, and since have 
heard that the patient is doing well. We got 
in our meeting after all, and sold some books. 
One of the buyers was so drunk that he in- 
sisted on taking all he could see. But we man- 
aged to keep him within bounds, and urged him

to read next morning his newly acquired books. 

We finished our trip the day before Chinese 
New Year, and the folk were glad to have us 
wish them all a Happy New Year—which, we 
assured them, would surely be theirs if they 
only followed the lessons of the books they had 
in their hands.

[The Rev. Robert Irwin says of the young writer of 
the following that, on becoming a Christian, he was 
disowned and turned out of his home, and has to make 
his own hving while carrying on his studies, being one 
year from graduation from college.| 

“Our daily appearance on the streets is quite 
familiar to the townsfolk. Every day, from 
morn till eve, we went out taking a number of 
Scriptures for sale. There is not a home that 
has not been visited by us. As a rule we hold 
a short service for ourselves before going out 
and before bedtime. 


“The people here are Buddhists and very 
religious. To every purchaser of Scriptures 
we gave a personal explanation as to salvation 
through Jesus, and asked that the Scriptures 
be read daily, carefully and thoroughly, and 
kept with care. 

“The inhabitants like to keep dogs as guards 
for their houses. They are cross too. We 
have been on the point of being bitten more 
than once. We once passed a house, which 
no stranger can go by without being bitten by 
the dogs (as we were told), with no difficulty 
of any kind. The dogs were quite awake and 
looked at us without any sign of hostility. Cer- 
tainly God had shut their mouths, as he once 
did to the lions to spare Daniel’s life. We are 
quite sure we would not be able to protect our- 
selves, if we came just for our own pleasure. 

“We notice the purchasers scarcely pay at- 
tention to our explanations. Most of them 
bought the Scriptures just to oblige us. Maybe 
they thought we are too young to teach them. 
Some of them are very stuck up, and spoke 
impolitely. Buddhism is in power in this town, 
and we do not think it an easy job to: form a 
church here or to get hold of any one. It may 
be some day; but, we believe, in a considerable 
length of time. There is hardly a possible 
chance for us to hold a service. Take an 
angler, for instance; he has to lay out baits 
before he can get any fish. We think in the 


same way we must do to obtain a Christian 
here. 


“It sinks one’s heart, when one cannot carry 
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out the task given by one’s master successfully. 
We are so sorry that we are not able to make 
much of this trip. We are farmers to sow the 
holy words of the Lord. But the ground in 
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Ayuthia is so stony and thorny besides, that we 
are unable to make it grow. * * *

The article “After Sixty-One Years,” in the 
February RecorD may possibly help to recover 
another Bible lost at the Gettysburg Battle. 
Here is its story from Thos. A. Appleby, presi- 
dent of the First National Bank, Mount Union,

February 14, 1925. 

I have read with interest the story of the Bible of 
Henry Hartz lately recovered, and its wonderful his- 
tory. Another story of another Bible lost at Gettys- 
burg, but never found, is the following: 

John Appleby, born near Shade Gap, Pa., in 1813, 
aarried Priscilla Montague in 1839, and died in 1856. 
He was the owner of a small Bible well bound, for 
which he paid one dollar and a half out of the first 
money he ever earned. His eldest son, Daniel C. Ap- 
pleby, enlisted in 1862 in Company “I,” 149th Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers. His mother gave him his father’s 
Bible, which he carried on all marches. On the first 
day of the Battle of Gettysburg, General Roystone’s 
brigade of Bucktails came on quick time to the aid of 
General Buford’s cavalry. Near the Codord House, 
on the Emmitsburg Road, they halted, unslung knap- 
sacks, placed them under guard, and, stripped for the 
battle, hurried to a point at the McPherson Buildings 
into the fight. They fought desperately for four 
hours, losing 76 per cent in killed, wounded, and cap- 
tured. Their knapsacks fell into the hands of the Con- 
federates, and the precious Bible was lost. We have 
had no word of it since. We hope it fell into good 
hands, and that it continued to do good. 

Daniel C. Appleby was my brother, and this is a bit 
of family history. Maybe some day we shall hear of 
the little red covered Bible and its new owners.

I have just received your very helpful experiences 
given in Brpte Society Recorp, and I will add this 
from my daily visitation in the hospitals of Pittsburgh. 

I get my supply of portions of Scripture in English 
and other tongues at your branch here. I visited a 
Mr. for several months, who at first was 
very indifferent to conversation and literature, even 
sullen in spirit, but not hurtful in words. I gave 
literature and conversed and prayed at nearby cots, 
where he could hear, if he wished to. Occasionally, 
I ventured a small motto or leaflet. Finally his heart 
was touched as Lydias, and he seemed eager to hear 
prayer. As the days passed, I prayed for him, for 
he suffered much. Large fine man that he was,—a 
Hollander, I think,—I thought he was a Hebrew. I 
was surprised when he asked for the whole Scriptures 
—a Bible, I having given him portions previous to this.

MAY MEETING OF THE BOARD 
HE first stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society 
in its one hundred and tenth year was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, on 
Miuesday. Way 7, 1925, at 3:30 p. m., Presi- 
dent E. Francis Hyde in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Geo. E. White, D.D., president of Ana- 
tolia College, formerly at Marsovan, Turkey, 
now at Salonica, Greece. 

The minutes of the twelfth stated meeting 
for the previous year of the Board of Man- 
agers were approved. 

The amendment to By-law, Article XXII, on 
Memorial Members, presented at the previous 
meeting and printed in the May Recorp, was 
read and adopted. 
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General Secretary Haven read a memorial 
minute on the Rev.2S—-H. Kirkbride, D.Dy, 
which, after remarks by President Hyde, was 
adopted. (It will be found on page 114 in this 
RECORD. ) 

George Woolsey, M.D., was elected a mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers. 

On the recommendation of the General 
Reference Committee, a resolution deleting the 
words ‘‘Committee on Anniversaries” from By- 
law, Article X, was submitted for action at the 
next stated meeting. 

The Annual Report of the Board of Man- 
agers for the one hundred and ninth year, as 
approved by the Committee on Anniversaries, 
was presented by title and adopted for presen- 
tation at the Annual Meeting of the Society. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved, and their 
recommendations adopted. 

The arrangement was approved whereby the 
Rev. J. L. McLaughlin is to serve as Agency 
Secretary of the Northwestern Agency and 
Secretary of the Chicago Bible Society. 

General Secretary Haven presented a letter 
from Mr. Raymond M. Hudson, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., quoting a letter from President 
Thomas Jefferson making a contribution of $50 
to a Bible Society in Virginia. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of March: Brazil, 16,940 
volumes, valued at $1,090.28 ; Caribbean, 3,267 
volumes, valued at $2,821.12; Japan, 1 vo ume, 
valued at) Sl5:10: La, Plata. 3,228 volimes, 
valued at $2,112.92; Mexico, 17,991 volumes, 
valued at $1,071.17; Philippines, 4 volumes, 
valued at $0.16; Upper Andes, 2 volumes, val- 
ued at $0.88; West Indies, 315 volumes, valued 
at $158.55; total volumes, 41,748; total value, 
$7,270.18. 

The issues from the Bible House, during the 
month of March, were 303,275 volumes. 

The meeting was adjourned.

General Secretary Haven introduced Vice- 
President Atkins, of Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, who was present for the first time at 
a meeting of the Society. On being greeted by 
President Hyde, Mr. Atkins responded with a 
few brief remarks, stating that he had been in 
educational service between three and four 
decades, and his experience had shown the 
growing and deepening work of the Bible; that 
he felt a deep personal sense of appreciation 
of the work of the American Bible Society; 
and, as a representative of the colored race, he 
felt that it was of special importance. It would 
be a great loss if education ceased to be flavored 
by the Word of God. As a layman of one of 
the colored denominations, he felt he could 
pledge an increasing appreciation and growing 
support of the work of the Society. 

President Hyde, in responding to Mr. Atkins’ 
remarks, emphasized the fact that the Ameri- 
can Bible Society was true to its original and 
lifelong work of supplying the Bible, without 
note or comment; whatever it published being 
either the whole Bible or a whole Testament, 
or a whole book of the Bible. 


President Emeritus James Wood called at- 
tention to the remarkable migration of the 
colored people to the north, which has been 
going on in recent years, and that the largest 
group of colored people at present was right 
in the city of New York, in the Harlem dis- 
trict. He spoke complimentarily of the work 
of the Colored Agency under the very able and 
devoted leadership of the Agency Secretary, 
the Rev. J. P. Wragg, D.D. 


On motion, the meeting was adjourned.
